No. 24/ 10 , 49 -Polico-I — His Excellency the Governor 
General has been pleased on the advice ol hib Ministers 
to award the Indian 4'ohce Medal tor gallantry to the 
underment.onod officers ot the Rampur State Police;. 

Names of the Officers and ranks. — (1) Janab Abdul 
Rulmiun Khan, Superintendent o± Police, Kampur (lately 
Deputy Inspector General ot Police, liumpur State, United 
Provinces/ and (2) Janab Abdul Ralunan Khan, Circle 
Inspector, Rampur, United Provinces. 

Statement of services for which the decorations have 
been awarded .- — -In August 1947, there were serious 
disturbances in the Rampur Stato. Ghuniii Khan, an 
eai-Army soldier and a notorious bad character of the State 
who had illegally possessed himself of certain firearms 
joined the mob and played a leading part in subversive 
activities, A gang headed by him set fare to Government 
buildings, Courts, Police StaLion, Tehsil and tho houses of 
State and Police Officials. The situation was ultimately 
brought under control. Chunm Khan with an organised 
gang of bad characters encountered a police party and 
shot down a Sub-Inspector and a Constable, Later, a 
posse of armed police under Sub -Inspector Hamid Shah 
Khan tried to round him up but he too was shot dead. 
Thereafter this gang indulged in dacoitiea, murders, etc., 
at the border of the State. In spite of the best efforts by 
the State police and military forces the gang could not be- 
ronnded up and Ihus became a terror on the border of 
Moradabad and Rampur Stato. 

Janab Abdul Rahman Khan, Deputy Inspector General 
of Police of the Rampur State and Janab Abdul Rahman 
Khan, Circle Inspector, were deputed to arrest Chunni 
Khan and his gang. On the night of the 27th December 
1947 the Circle Inspector Abdul Rahman Khan got 
information about the presence of Chunni Khan and his 
gang in village Dale] Nagar on the border of the State. 


These two pobce officers raided the Chuupal at 3 a.mU 
wneie Chunni Khan was reported to be staying. The 
Chaupal was dark and there was no pilace nearby to serve 
as cover. They rushed into the Chaupal suddenly from 
the Rout opening. Chunm Khan who was awake fired at 
the police party. Janab Abdul Rahman Khan, Deputy 
Inspector General, and Janab Abdul Rahman Khan, Circle 
Inspector, were in iront and had a miraculous escape. 
They fired at Chunm Khan and shot him dead. 

The two police officers displayed conspicuous gallantry 
at great personal risk in this encounter. 

2. These aw aids are made for gallantry under regula- 
tion (d)(i) of tlie Regulations governing the award ot the 
Indian Police Medal and the award in the case of .No. (2) 
consequently carries with it the spocial allowance 
admissible to officers of arid below the rank of Inspector of 
Police.

Superintendent ot Police, Rajkot Division of the Madhya 
Saurashtra District. 

Statement of services for which Ihe decoration has been 
awarded. — On the 18th November 1948, information was 
received by the Deputy Superintendent, Mr. Oza, that 
Vikram Ravat, a dangerous outlaw, murderer, and dacoit, 
who was wanted by the Police in a number ot cases and 
was at large tor the last 2 years, was taking shelter at 
Anandpur. Taking a police party with him the Deputy 
Superintendent immediately left Rajkot at dead ot night 
and surrounded tho but where the dacoit, armed with 
deadly weapons, was reported to bo taking shelter. 
Scenting the presence ot Police the dacoit tried to escape. 
At this stage an encounter ensued between the dacoit and 
the poliee party and shots were exchanged. During the 
encounter Mr. Oza led the police party courageously and 
gallantly at the risk of his life. 'When the dacoit was 
asked to surrender alter receiving a, hit on his hand, he 
tried to fire at Mr. Oza, but was shot down first. 

Throughout this encounter Mr, Oza displayed leader 
ship, courage and determination of a high order. 

Name of the Officer and rank.— Prahliatsinhji K. .JDala, 
Inspector of Poliee, on Special Duty. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. — The Police of the United State of Saurashtro 
as well as of tb 0 Baroda arid Junagadli States had for long 
been trying to round up a gang of dangerous outlawi 
headed by Rahimutullah . This gang had cast a spell ot 
terror throughout certain parts of Saurashtra, Baroda and 
Junagadli by committing a series of crimes such be 
murder, mutilation, daeoity, robbery, etc., so much sc 
that the cultivators, etc., could not dare to come out freely 
for their usual avocations avon during the day. Mr. Thai 
Inspector of the United State of Saurashtra, was in charge 
of on c of tho police parlies posted at Babra Police Statig 
for the purpose. On the 17th February 1949, Mr. Jha. 
received information that the dacotfs, Rahimutullah anc 
Surng, were taking shelter in n house at Gulkotdi, a villa,', 
near Babra. Mr." Jhala with a small poliee party imme 
diately proceeded to the village arid surrounded the hous 
in question. At this stage an encounter ensued and firm, 
was resorted to op both sides. Tho police party waf 
however, t q a disadvantage as it was in an open spac 
without any shelter. Undaunted by this firing and a 
great personal risk, Mr. Thaln led the police party withi 
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about 10 ytmlfe from Ihe house, Eventually both 
Rahimutullah and Surug weie shot dead by Mr Jliula and 
his party. The daeoits were found to be in possession of 
a -808 bore rifle, a double bn rel gun and a muzzle-loading 
y x in with ample ammunit i m 

Mr. Jba’n showed gieut couiage throughout the 
encounter in leading his party under tire across open 
grouhd.

RESOLUTIONS 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the Mth December 1040 

No. 18(3)-T/B/49,— The Tariff Board was asked to con- 
sider the claim of the Small tools industry for protection 
or assistance The Board, having examined the matter, 
has submitted its Report. This deals with (a) Cutting 
tools, (b) Precision and measuring tools and (c) Machine 
tool accessories. 

2. The Board’s recommendations are as follows-— 

(1) When an indigenous small tool manufacturer is 
permitted to import special steels for the manu- 
facture of small tools, so much of the import duty- 
leviable thereon as is in excess of 5 per cent, ad 
valorem should be refunded. 

(2) The Ministry of Industry and Supply should 
examine the complaints of the small tool manu- 
facturers that the prices charged by the Disposals 
Directorate for high speed steel are on the high 


side and that they are compelled to purchase 
sizes larger than those actually required by them, 
as import licences lor the actual sizes are some- 
times not granted. The Ministry should takp 
necessary steps to arrange for the supply oi high 
speed stool at prices which aie not higher than 
those at which such steel can be imported on 
payment of the lower duty which we have recom- 
mended and also see that, import licences are 
granted for such sizes of special steel as ure not 
in the Disposals stocks or cannot be produced 
locally within a reasonable time. 

(8) Licences to import twist drills and reamers should 
not be grunted on the basis ot a percentage ol the 
value of prewar imports but only for such special 
types and sues of these tools as are not available 
in the country. The import control on these 
tools should be administered in consultation with 
the Directorate General of Industries and Supplies. 

(4) The present liberal policy in respect of importB 
of small tools other than twist drills and reamers 
from soft currency countries should ne continued. 
As the exchange position with hard currency 
countries continues to bo difficult, Government 
should examine the feasibility of making a sub- 
stantial reduction in the 50 per cent, quota fixed 
for imports from such countries, particularly m 
respect of tools of the types and sires which are 
manufactured in the country and which are 
included within the bcope of this inquiry. 

(5) Government should consider the advisability of 
introducing a system of inspection by competent 
technical officers to ensure that the manufacturers 
conform to specific standards. 

(0) Braga Tools should examine the various possibi- 
lities for reduoing their costs of production at an 
early date. 

( 1) It is not necessary to increase the existing rates 
of duty in order to give protection to the small 
tools industry nor is there a case for the conver- 
sion of the present revenue duties into protective 
duties. The concessions as regards reduction of 
duty on imports oi special steels and other forms 
of assistance which we recommend would be 
adequate to provide necessary encouragement to 
the industry. 

(8) From the point of view of increasing production 
arid reducing costs, it would be desirable if the 
Indian Tools concentrated on the manufacture 
of twist drills, while the Braga Tools specialised 
m turning out reamers and ail kinds of precision 
and measuring tools and the Bharat Tools special- 
ised in the production of taps and dies. The manu- 
facture of cutters could be undertaken by all the 
three principal manufacturers according to the 
demand in their respective areas and the capacity 
of their plant 

(9) Until such time as the manufacturers of small 
tools are in a position to set up a research organi- 
sation of their own, they should make full use 
of the facilities provided by the National Metallur- 
gical Laboratory arid the National Physical 
Laboratory. 

(10) All Government and Railways requirements of 
small tools should, as far as possible, be met from 
indigenous production. 

(11) Government should lavourahly consider the request 
for allotment of steel quotas to the small tools 
industry with due regard to the needs of the other 
users of the high speed steel produced in the 
country. 

(12) Government should consider the advisability of 
purchasing stocks of small tools, mainly reamers 
and gauges, lying unsold with the Braga Tools 
for Government requirements at prices which can 

- negotiated with the Corporation. 

(13) The Government of India should take necessary 
steps for the remission of the 5 per cent, customs 
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duty leviable on raw materials brought from out- 
side the Hyderabad State by the Praga Tools for 
use m the manufacture of small tools 

3. With regard to Recommendation (1) Government 
consider that the requirements of the ease would be ade- 
quately met hv reducing the duty on blight drawn and 
polished drill rods. These rods are not at present manu- 
factured in India and so fai as Government arc aware the 
rodb me used only for the manufactme of small tools. 
These rods are assessable under item 63(S0) of the Indian 
Customs Tariff at 30 per cent, ad valorem if of British 
manufacture and 42 per cent, ad valorem if not of British 
manufacture. The duty will be reduced to 5 per cent. 
ad valorem if of British mauufactme and 15 per cent. 
ad valorem if not of British manufacture. A Notification 
under section 23 of the Idea Customs Act is being issued 
to give effect to the reduction 

4. Government accepL in principle the other recommen- 
dations of the Board and necessary steps will be taken 
to implement them

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(8) tli at all the units in the industry should maintain 
and forward to the Tariff Board their cost data 
at the cud nt each half year, and statistics ol 
production, sales and selling price at the end of 
each quarter. 

2. Government have accepted recommendations (1), (2), 
(3), (5), (0) and (7)- Recommendation (4) as regards sub- 
sulv is rejected, since, in the present circumstances of 
import control, it is redundant. Recommendation (8) 
relates to the industry, which it will no doubt implement.
